Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 213 of the Constitution of India , the Governor of Kerala is pleased to 
promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.--- (1) This Ordinance may be called the 
Kerala Municipal Corporations (Amendment) Ordinance, 1984 .

4. Special provision for vesting of the functions of the council and of the Mayor, 
the Deputy Mayor and of the standing committees and other committees of themunicipal 
Corporations of the cities of Trivandrum , Cochin and Calicut in Government for 
temporary period . - Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in the 
principal Act or in any rule , bye-law or regulation made thereunder or in any 
budement derrennende 
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Mayor, the Deputy Mayor and of the standing committees and other 
committees of the municipal corporations of the cities of Trivandrum , Cochin 
and Calicut, the term of office of the councillors of which expires on the 30th 
day of September, 1984 , shall, by virtue of this section , be vested in the 
Government for a period not exceeding six months from the date immediately 
succeeding the said date, and the functions so vested shall be exercised by the 
Government in accordance with such rules as may be prescribed by them in 
thatbehalf .

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the said Ordinance or under the principal Act as amended by the said 
Ordinance shall be deemed to have been done or taken under this Ordinance 
or under the principal Act as amended by this Ordinance.

Preamble. - WHEREAS under sub -clause ( a ) of clause ( 2 ) of article 213 of 
the Constitution of India , the Kerala Municipalities (Second Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1984 (68 of 1984), promulgated by the Governor of Kerala on the 
30th day of September, 1984, will cease to operate on the 3rd day of 
December , 1984 ; 

AND WHEREAS a Bill to replace the said Ordinance by an Act of the 
Legislature could not be introduced in, and passed by, the Legislative Assembly 
of State of Kerala during its session which commenced on the 22nd day of 
October, 1984 and ended on the 5th day of November, 1984 ; 

AND WHEREAS difficulties will arise if the provisions of the said Ordinance 
are not kept alive ; 

AND WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of Kerala is not in 
session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied that circumstances exist which 
render it necessary for him to take immediate action ;

4. Special provision for vesting of the functions of council, Chairman , standing 
committee and other committees of certain municipalities in the Government for temporary 
period.--- Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in the principal 
Act or in any rule or bye-law made thereunder or in any judgement, decree or. 
order of any court, in the case of every municipality the term of office of the 
councillors of which expires on the 30th day of September, 1984, the functions 
of the council and of its Chairman and of the standing committee and other__ 


committees shall, by virtue of this section , be vested in the Government for a 
period not exceeding six months from the date immediately succeeding the 
said date, and the functions so vested shall be exercised by the Government in 
accordance with such rules asmay be prescribed by them in that behalf.

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Ordinance may be called 
the Kerala Education (Amendment) Ordinance, 1984 . 

( 2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 13th day of 
October, 1982. 

2. Act 6 of 1959 to be temporarily amended . - During the period of opera 
tion of this Ordinance, the Kerala Education Act, 1958 (6 of 1959 ) (herein 
after referred to as the principal Act), shall have effect subject to the 
amendment specified in section 3 . 


3. Amendment of section 36. - In sub-section (1) of section 36 of the 
principalAct, after the words " The Government may make rules" , the words 
" either prospectively or retrospectively,” shall be inserted . 

4. Repeal and saving .-- (1) The Kerala Education (Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1984 (54 of 1984 ), is hereby repealed . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or deemed to have 
been done or any action taken or deemed to have been taken under the 
principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be deemed to have 
been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Ordinance.
